They stated 
their wide of the case to the judge and 
h i at once Issued a restraining order 
forbidding Mrs. Brobst entering or 
having anything whatever to do with 
the rooms occupied by the university 
and he likewise forbids the university 
people from in any way molesting or 
entering the rooms occupied by Mrs. 
Brobst. 


As matters now stand the old county 
building:* are occupied by both parties. 


Mrs. Brobst has had a half dozen 
men watching tht* buildings night and 
day since the injunction was granted 
*aud \yheu »he heard of the « rder of the 
judge she diweharged the men aod will 
let the law take its course.

NEW PENSION 81LL. 


One That is Far R eaching in its Pro­ 
visions. 


Washington, A pril27.—Congressman 
William Alden Smith yesterday pre­ 
sented a pension bill in the house that 
is the most far sweeping and compre­ 
hensive of any introduced. 
The title 
of the bill is “To determine and tix the 
necessary proof and procedure to be re- ¡ 
qulred by claimants for pension and to ¡ 
establish the proper officers to de­ 
termine the rating thereof. 
After the 
enacting clause the bill provides that 
all proofs shall be made before local 
examining boards who shall be gov­ 
erned by the three 
conditions, 
as 
follows: 


First, an honorable discharge must 
be tiled; second, that the eialnmnt 
must be identified as the person to 
whom the diseñare belongs: and third, 
that the claimant must have served 90 
days.” 


The second section of the bill pro­ 
vides that the claimant must have 
made an application to the commis­ 
sioner of pensions before he can be ex­ 
amined, but that, as soon as that claim 
Is tiled the commissioner must issue 
orders to the examining board nearest 
to where the 
claimant lives. 
The 
third section requires th at the claim­ 
ant shall submit his proof to this local 
board and If satisfactory, he shall then 
be examined as to his physical and 
mental condition, and hi» rating es­ 
tablished as provided for In existing 
law 
The law Is to apply only to 
original claimants. 


The next section provides that in 
case the local board grants the pen­ 
sion, the commissioner shall not have 
the power to ehauge or revoke the peu- 
sion. The next section Iü to care for 
those who are unable to attend the 
meetings of these local boards, and 
provides that the board rdiall set apart 
days for visiting those unable to get to 
the board. 
The seventh section reads: 
“ No pension, when once granted, 
shall be reduced or discontinued ex­ 
cept when fraud on the part of the 
pensioner in his original a plication i» 
proven, but before such decision is 
made the pensioner shall he notilied 
and have the right to be heard in his 
defense ” 


Section eight authorizes the presi­ 
dent to appoint these boards of local 
examining board?, and provides that 
three shall constitute the board, and 
that they must be reputable physiel 
ans and surgeons, and are to be paid 
as local boards are now paid. 
When 
claimants are in soldiers’ homes the 
surgeon of the home becomes an ex* 
officio member of the board. The only 
thing left for the commissioner of 
pensions *s to supoly the blanks aud 
issue the pensions when 
the 
local 
boards recommend.
